Paing Are Checked. 

“One strange feature is that we have 
almost eliminated the pains and mus- 
cular contractions attending the diseasc 
but we have been unable to check the 
quick darkening of the skin. Hendricks 
feels better than when he was admitted, 
except for the effect of the realization 
that he is doomed to be a black man.” 

Microscopic examinations by ex- 
perts show that Hendricks’ blood con- 
tains only 3,250,000 req corpuscles to 
each centimeter, whereas the normal 
supply of these corpuscles is 5,500,300 
to the centimeter. There is a short- 
age of 2,225,000 rea corpuscles in each 
centimetér of Hendricks’ blood. 

Usually in cases where red blood 
corpuscles are deficient the patient 
becomes whiter. But Hendricks is 
becoming blacker.

NEW SECT PURPOSES 
TO PURGE POLITICS 


Liberal Congregation of Denver 
Expects to Raise the Stand- 


ard of Living. 


DENVER, Colo., Aug. 10.—A new re-' 
ligious organization, nonsectarian and

It re- 
mains for you to save him or lose him. 
If you do not testify for him the ele- 
ment of sympathy will be lacking. If 
you do not go on the stand in his be- 
half he will be electrocuted.’ 

“Well, he told me to think it over, 
and I did. I thought and thought and 
thought, for I knew what it Meant. It 
meant my utter ruin and degradation. 
“Well, I'm not going to dwell on it. I 
told Dr. Delmas I would go on the 
stand and tell all—all, all, all—down to 
the last degrading word: My husband 
could have my life to use to his own 
ends, and if it served him to take what 
was more to me than life itself, he was 
welcome to it; it was all I had to give, 
and perhaps I owed it to hin.. 

“I don’t know whether I could have

UARRY CLAIMS 
VICTIM AFTER 9 
DANGER REPORTS 


Police Declare Condition of Pit 
Where rrancis O’Brien Drow ned 
Was Known. 











An investigation of the drowning of 
Francis O’Brien, 13 years old, in an 
abandoned quarry at Spring avenue and 
lorest park boulev ard, brought from the 
police, Saturday, the assertion that the 
unfenced and dangerous condition of the 
quarry had been reported five times in 
the last six months without results. 

Capt. Martin O’Brien of the Laclede 
Avenue Station said he had made the 
reports to headquarters, and Chief 
Young said the reports were forwarded 
to the office of Street Commissioner 
Travilla. 

There are ordinances requiring safe- 
guards at quarries and the protection of 
gtreet and alley property adjacent to 
the pits, but it is the custom in the 
F‘olice Department to have the Street 
Cemmissioner pass on conditions before 
teginning prosecutions. Chief Young 
said nothing in the way of official con- 
demnation of the quarry at Spring ave- 
rue and Forest Park boulevard was re- 
ceived in answer to the reporte from

Lifeline Too Short. 

The O’Brien boy. was the son of 
James O’Brien, a china mender of 3234 
Olive street. He slipped and _ rolled 
down the slope into the quarry, Friday 
afternoon, when he and a, companion 
were picking empty bottles. A ‘“‘two- 
cent’’ bottle on the very crest of the 
ridge above the pit tempted him and he 
tried to get it. The earth, loosened by 
rains, gave way and his efforts to save 
himself were in vain. 

His companion. called two teamsters, 
who took the lines from their harnesses 
and buckled them together in a life 
line. It lacked about three feet of 
reaching the water, and the boy 
drownéd while his would-be rescuers 
looked on helplessly. 

Boat Lowered to Water. 

The police and firemen got a rowboat 
from Forest Park and lowered it into 
the quarry pond by means of ropes. A 
patrolman and a fireman then descend- 
ed into the boat by sliding down the 
ropes, and recovered the body by means 
of grappling irons. -Mrs. O’Brien was 
prostrated by the news of her son's 
death and a physician had to be called 
to attend her. 

The boy’s death is the first fatality 
to be reported from that quarry, but 
serious accidents have happened there 
and several persons have had narrow 
escapes. The water is at least 35 feet 
deep, persons in that vicinity declare. 
A team fell into the pond last spring 
and one of the horses drowned. Parents 
in that neighborhood have forbidden 
their children to play near it. 

“Death Pond” Victims. 

The police say the parents of the 
O’Brien boy had instructed him not to 
go near the dangerous pit. 

In a similar pit at Spring and Chou- 
teau avenues, only a few blocks away, 
Julius Bennett, a negro boy, 13 years 
old, drowned Aug. 2. He dived into the 
pond against the advice of companions 
and did not reappear. His body was re- 
covered. 

The most deadly of these pits in St. 
Louis is ‘‘Death Pond,”’ as the aban- 
doned quarry at 3800 South Main street 
is now referred to. It has claimed three 
victims within this year and 12 others in 
the last two years, according to the po- 
lice. 

Father and Son Drown. 

Alfred Froehly, 51 years old, of 
$859 Kosciusko street, jumped into 
‘Death Pond,’ May 25, to rescue his 
son, Lawrence, 12 years old, who had 
fallen in. Both drowned despite the 
efforts of onlookers to save them, 

Milton Schlegan, 8 years old, of 
3830 Virginia avenue, slipped and fell 
into “Death Pond,” April 21, while 
playing truant with his brother, Emil, 
11 years old, and Crfford Kunse, 10. 
He drowned while the older boys 
looked on unable to do the slightest 
thing to save him. Fearing punish- 
ment, the boys concealed his death for 
91 hours, telling their parents Clif- 
ford got lost, 

Without Safeguards. 
The water in “Death Pond” is about 


50 feet below the level of the street and 
its depth, according to persons in the 


neighborhood, is unknown. The police 
reported at the time of the last drown- 
ing there that the pit was without safe- 


guards. 


There have beer? still other quarry 


pond drownings in St. Louis in the last 


few years. The police say they can do 


nothing without assistance of other of- 
ficials and that when owners or lessees 
of the quarries are taken into police 
court for failing to provide safeguards 
they escape with slight penalties. 


Street Commissioner Travilla is out of 


the city, it was said at his office. An as- 
sistant said he could not recall any of 
Capt. C’Brien's reports concerning the 
dangerous condition of the quarry at 
i‘orest Park boulevard and Spring ave- 
mue.

McKINLEY CLIMBERS 
TELL OF HARD TRIP 


SKAGWAY, Alaska, Aug. 10.—The dis- 
covery of a new pass through the Alas- 
ka range, the exploration of @ miles of 
country which has been a blank on the 
map, and the verification of the asser- 
tion that the ascent of Mount McKinley 
oan be. made along the Northeastern 
ridge, were accomplished by the Par- 
ker-Browne Mount McKinley expedition, 
which arrived here on the way home 
from the mountain. 

The expedition, headed by Prof. Her- 
schel Parker of New York, and Belmore 
Browne of Tacoma, left Seward Feb. 
20, with 10 dogs, traveling #0 miles over 
a rough country to the northeast ridge 
of the mountain, where the ascent of 
the south peak was begun.

RUDENBERG StL 
DEADLOCK IN Thit 
ELECTORAL COLLEGE 


Illinois Congressman Figures No 
Nominee Can Be Elected and 
Picks Knox for President. 








WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Represen- 
tative William A, Rodenberg of Illinois 
has prepared a list of figures showing 
that President Taft cannot be re-elected, 

Rodenberg is_one of the dyed-in-the- 
wool standpatters of the House. In his 
prepared. list of probable results he 
gives Col. Roosevelt 95 votes in the 
electoral college. 

The purpose of Rodenberg is to show 
that in the event of a deadlock in the 
electoral college Secretary Knox might 
be, chosen to succeed President ‘Taft. 
The candidate elected by the electoral 
college must get at least 266 votes. Ro- 
denberg gives Taft 216 votes, Wilson 
210 and Roosevelt 95. Here is the way 
he. figures it all out. 

“The states which are reasonably 
sure to cast their electoral votes for 
Woodrow Wilson are: Alabama, 12: 
Arizona, 3; Arkansas, 9: Florida, 6: 
Georgia, 14; Indiana, 15; Kentucky, 12; 
Louisiana, 10; Maryland, 8; Mississippt. 
10; Missouri, 18; North Carolina, 12; 
New Jersey, -14; Oklahoma, 10; South 
Carolina, 9; Tennessee, 12; Texas, 20; 
Virginia, 12, and West Virgimia, 8. 
Total, 216. 

“The States that are reasonably sure 
to cast their electoral votes for Taft 
are Connecticut 7, Delaware 3, Idaho 4, 
Illinois 29, Maine 6, Massachusetts 18; 
Michigan 15, Montana 4, Nevada 3, New 
Hampshire 4, New York 45, Ohio 24, 
Pennsylvania 38, Rhode Island 5, Utah 
4, Vermont 4 and Wyoming 3; total 2%. 

“The states whose electoral votes may 
be given to Col. Roosevelt are Califor- 
nia 18, Colorado 6, Iowa 13, Kansas 10, 
Minnesota 12, Nebraska 8, New Mexico 
3, North Dakota 5, Oregon 56, South Da- 
kota 5, Washington 7, Wisconsin 13; to- 
tal 95. 

“Any transfer from the Taft, column 
to the Roosevelt column would not ma- 
terially affect the result. If Wilson has 
been credited with all of the eelctoral 
votes that he will get in November jn 
this estimate, it will be impossible for 
the Electors to elect a President.”’

day in a statement he made to the po- 
lice shortly hefore the time set for the 
epening of the inquest at 9 a. m. 

A Coroner’s jury returned a ver- 
dict of homicide and ordered that 
Schoenborn be held. 

Bonham, who was formerly a phy- 
sician, had for several months been as- 
sistant manager of the poolroom. His 
friends deny that he gave Schoenborn 
any provocation to attack him. 

“T had been playing pool for some 
time when the manager went off duty 
and Bonham took his place,”’ said 
Schoenborn. 

“For some reason Bonham seemed 
to have it in for me. We couldn't get 
along together. When he took charge 
of the room Friday afternoon he walked 
up to my table and asked me why I 
didn’t pay for the last game I had 
lost. 

‘“T told him that I didn’t owe any- 
thing. This seemed to enrage him and 
he picked up a pool ball. I believed 
he meant to throw the ball at me and 
I struck him with my cue. I didn't 
mean to strike his head, but aimed at 
his neck. I just wanted to make him 
drop the ball.” 

Eyewitnesses who have given their 
names to the police say they are ready 
t» testify that the killing of Bonham 
was without provocation and that he 
bad no chance to defend himself. 

These witnesses say that Bonham, 
after asking Schoenborn to pay for his 
game, started to take the balls from 
the table and put them in a rack on 
the wall, They will testify, they say, 
that he made no. threatening motion 
and that he had taken a ball from 
the table and was standing at the rack 
with his back to Schoenborn when he 
was struck down. His skull was frac- 
tured, and he died 20 minutes later. 





{SALOONS ARE VOTED 


OUT OF FAYETTE, MO. 


Petitions Bearing Names of Hun- 
dreds of Women and Farmers 
Helped Win Victory. 


FAYETTE, Mo., Aug. 10.—Fayette 
was voted dry yesterday by 28 ma- 
jority; the vote being 312 to 340. A 
monster petition bearing the names 
of 700 women of Fayette was cir- 
culated among the male voters be- 
fore the opening of the polls yes- 
praying them to vote the 
saloons out, and there was another 
petition from hundreds of farmers 
in Howard County outside of Fay- 
ette. These petitions and the work 
of 300 women on the streets did much 
toward turning the town dry, as the 
vote on the same proposition seven 
years ago was 354 wet and 172 dry. 

Favette has two saloons, but all 
the other towns of Howard County 
are dry and have been dry for several 
years. An election was held in the 
county June 6. Central College has 
undertaken to raise an endowment 
fund of $250,000 among the Metho- 
dists of Missouri, and great pressure 
was brought to bear upon the voters 
yesterday by the college. When the 
result of the election was announced 
last night a great parade, headed by 
a band, was held in the principal 
streets, in which were hundreds of 
men, women and children.

One of his Indian followers is _ be- 
lieved to have been responsible for the 
attempt on his life, which was almost 
successful. His food was poisoned, but 
an overdose of the drug used saved 
him. 

Millward declares that the jungles of 
Gautemala are the richest in the world. 
Mahogany, rosewood, rubber and chicle 
abound. He observed many strange 
customs among the Caribs, chiefly in 
their dealings with their children. They 
have high morals, he said, and the 
men are giants. 

“Tf a child lies, its tongue is burned 
with a hot iron.’’ the explorer said. 

For stealing the hands are tied with 
grass, cocoanut oil is poured on them, 
and they are set on a fire. If a child 
shows cowardice the same thing is done 
to the feet. The ears are slit if he 
listens to things he should not hear.

GREENFIELD, Mass., Aug. 10.—Ber- 
nard C. Murray, son of a former Fire 
Commissioner of Hartford, Conn., con- 
fessed today to having set fire to 30 ho- 
tels and public buildings in Connecticut 
and Western Massachusetts in the last 
four months, 

Amgng the incendiary fires which 
Chief of Police Thomas Manning de- 
clares Murray had admitted responst- 
bility for are: 

April 22, Waterbury, Conn., 
and Chelsea Hotel. 

May 23, Greenfield, Mass., Taylor block 
and Hollister House. 

June 1, Turner’s Falls, Mass., Grand 
Trunk Hotel and Allen block. 

June 8, Greenfield, Mass., 
House, 

June Turner’s Falls, Mass., 
dish Hotel and Bartlett block. 
July 5, and within the fellowing few 
days, 18 fires in and about Springfield. 

Loss Put at $1,000,000. 

While no lives were lost in the many 
fires, hundreds of persons, a majority 
of them hotel guests, were impériled 
and the total property loss is estimated 
to be $1,000,000. 

At the time of the alleged confession, 
Murray was serving a sentence of 30 
days on a charge of larceny. He had 
confessed to the theft of $50 and a gold 
watch on July 13, the victim being a ho- 
tel guest here. 
According to Chief Manning, the police 
had received information showi{ng that 
Murray had been seen in the vicinity of 
many of the fires. Murray was a hotel 
employe, but changed his place of occu- 
pational frequently and had worked in 
all the towns in which the fires oc- 
curred. 
In, his confession Murray, who is 24 
years old, said: “I could not resist the 
impulse to do it, although I realized 
the consequences.” 
Murray explained that he had gone to 
the second or third floors of many of 
the places, opened a closet and set fire 
to any inflammable material which 
might be in sight. Then closing the 
door he left the building and went to 
some near by place where he could 
view the fire and the excitement at- 
terdant upon it. Frequently he had 
gone at once to some nearby building 
and set it on fire, so that two fires 
would burn simultaneously. 

Militia Hunted for Him. 
The most spectacular of.the fires was 
in Waterbury, Conn. Murray, according 
to Chief Manning, started the fire which 
threatened to destroy the city hall ond 
the Chelsea Hotel, and set a dozen 
blazes the same night, April 22. 
The city was ‘in a state of terror be- 
cause of the fires. The militia was 
ordered out and patrolled the streets for 
several hours. The total fire damage in 
Waterbury that night has been esti- 
mated at $206,000.

like this, a_é selection of 
texts provided with a com- 
mentary,” says Taine of Carlyle’s 
“Cromwell.” But in reading the mem- 
oirs of Francesco Crispi, one realizes 
only too vividly that the commentary 
is quite as necessary as the texts. 
The compiler of this large two-volume 
work is the great premier’s nephew, 
Thomas Palamenghi Crispi, and the 
faithful translator is Mary Pritchard 
Agnetti, who has done her work with 
both enthusiasm and comprehension. 
Though the compiler has provided 
a part of the necessary commentary, 
the casual reader of Italian history 
only too frequently realizes that he 
has done this merely to iink the doc- 
uments he presents in evidence and 
that one not very familiar with the 
period in which Crispi lived is fre- 
quently more or less at sea in his 
ondeavor to understand the obviously 
important but unilluminated texts. 
This criticism is made not with the 
desire to detract in even the minutest 
degree from the great merits of the 
memoirs but by way of indicating 
that they are more valuable as refer- 
ence books than as original history, 
in which field a little more space de- 
voted to illumination and connection 
would have made them supreme. As 
it is, they must be read in connection 
with other histories or compendiums. 


With this commentary upon their 
one fault presented, the way is paved 
for saying that we get from them 
for the first time the real Crispi, with 
an intelligent comprehension of the 
tremendous part he played in build- 
ing United Italy and particularly 
his skillful statesmanship in piloting 
it through the carly vicissitudes that 
the new nation—for it was nothing 
less—encountered in its international 
as well as its domestic policy. 


Crispi’s is not one of the first names 
that°occurs to us as one of the build- 
ers of United Italy, because he has 
heen overshadowed by Mazzini, Gari- 
baldi and Cavour, the later his great 
rival. But he was Italy’s secret diploe- 
matic agent in those parious times, 
traveling Europe and sounding the 
leaders of other nations on the pro- 
jects of his collaborators and deter- 
mining unerringly their attitudes, on 
questions of vital importance to the 
home government. He was his own 
Boswell in the midst of these nego- 
tiations and he kept an intimate and 
absorbingly interesting red¢ord of all 
that he saw and observed. He filed 
away carefully all the papers in his 
negotiations and we have them here 
revealed for the first time giving us 
néw and at times surprising revela- 
tions on the motives and methods of 
Gambetta, Bismarck, Cavour, Disraeli, 
Yiadstone and von Buelow. These 
are all the nfore vital and unusual 
because he had no idea that they ever 
would be ntade public. 


The first volume treats of his exile 
and the “Expedition of the Thousand” 


Alllance, which he negotiated under the 
personal approv al and direction of the 
King. His intimate letters to His Ma- 
jesty gre reproduced and we have the 
details of building a new empire spread 
before us.

Assum- 
ing that it is possible to force the tariff barons 
to divide their privilege profits with their wage 
earners—an incredible achievement—tariff taxes 
would still be levied for the benefit of a class.

The scheme to validate and regulate the trust 
monopolies would put the monopolists in part- 
nership with the Government for their benefit. 

But the Roosevelt program proposes a lot of 
gcvernmental tinkering for the benefit of special 
groups, whereas Gov. Wilson proposes funda- 
mental reforms which will place the Government 
on the sound basis of a common agency of all 
the people to maintain justice and equality under 
law with the least possible restriction on indi 
vidual freedom. His idea is free co-operation on 
fair conditions instead of forced co-operation un- 
der Government direction.

Massachusetts’ notable plan of insur- 


ance to employes for industrial risks is 
now. taking effect and raising difficulties 
which are only natural to a pioneer un- 
dertaking. Employes are not compelled 
to enter the insurance association orzgan- 
ized by the State, but those who stav 
out must surrender their old common 
law advantages in defending suits for 
damages, which are known as assump- 
tion, risks, contributory negligence and 
fellow-servant doctrine. 

The great-difficulties He in adjusting 
the insurance charges to the broad field 
of ability which varies with the kind of 
industry and which is little known to ox. 
perience, Present charges for insurance 
are concededly high and eause complaint 
among employes. They may have the 
effect for a time of giving the Pian a 
limited application. But it is better they 
should be too high than too low, and 
with more light on the extent of the lia- 
bility they will doubtless admit of large 
reduction.
